| WASHINGTON, (lP)—£stablish- 


ment of a new naval patrol force in 
the Atlantic was believed today to 
| be a preliminary step in the forma- 
tion of the projected two-ocean 
navy. 

The Navy Department announced 
}that more than 125 of its vessels 
and an undisclosed number of air- 
craft operating off the eastern sea- 
board would be consolidated into a 
new patrol which will be exparded 
periodically. It is another move to 
strengthen Atlantic defenses and 
coincides with preparations for new 
air and naval bases on recently ac- 
; quired British sites. 

Spokesmen said the new force 
would consist of the present Atlan- 
tic squadron, ships and planes of 
the neutrality patrol, new vessels 
under construction, and ships re- 
cently purchased for conversion to 
naval use. There was no indication 
| that any ships in the main fleet in 
; the Pacific would be recalled.
